This is a declaratory judgment action concerning
whether the plaintiff is required to pay the County
Solid Waste Management Fee ("SWMF") on
material received at the landfill that it claims is
"clean fill." Under the County's ordinance, "clean
fill," as defined by the ordinance, is exempt from the
SWMF when it is deposited in a landfill that uses
only "clean fill." In this case, plaintiff contends that
based upon State law, clean fill is exempt from the
SWMF even when it is used in a landfill that accepts
other types of waste material in addition to clean fill.
The trial court ruled in the County's favor on statute
of limitations grounds, because the action
constitutes a facial challenge to the ordinance, and
was not brought within 120 days of its effective date,
as required by Government Code section 66022.
Hanson appealed.
